the latest week, the jump of 4 points in the steel operating rate was 
the broadest weekly rise in more than two years. The advance in mis- 
cellaneous carloadings is significant of increased demand, and the at- 
tainment of a new high for electric power output, when adjusted for 
seasonal changes, is encouraging. 

A long list of industries engaged in the manufacture of con- 
sumers’ goods is reported to have stepped up output in the past two 
months, and the retail sales curve is pushing upward. 

It is also notable that while prices of merchandise at retail are 
considerably lower than a year ago and an important cut in steel 
prices was recently announced, prices of staple commodities have 
strengthened. Some observers express the opinion that the large 
surpluses of visible stocks reported in some primary markets are not 
serious obstacles to further price strength for the reasons that (1) 
stocks in the hands of consumers have been held at a minimum, and 
(2) the rate of consumption in many lines has been exceeding pro- 
duction for several months. ; 

There is now but little doubt that the general level of business 
activity will be higher in the second half of the year than in the 
first half. Rising stock prices and strengthening commodity mar- 
kets invariably cause a relaxation in the cautious buying practices of 
manufacturers, merchants and ultimate consumers. Even though the 
increased demand is confined largely to consumption goods, business 
improvement is certain. : 

However, until there is more conclusive evidence that the capital 
goods industries will participate in the upturn, it is unsafe to pre- 
dict that the recovery will be long sustained. So far, the low operat- 
ing rate in steel and the paucity of orders for machine tools, rail- 
road equipment and heavy machinery do not point to an immediate 
upturn in durable goods. , ; : oe 

One of the brightest spots in the business picture is the building 
industry. Although currently operating at slightly more than 50 
mer cent of estimated normal, total contracts awarded in June ex- 
ceeded those of May by 4 per cent and were the highest of any month 
in 1938. Particularly interesting was the fact that the number of 
residential contracts let was 3 per cent higher than in June, 1937, 
despite the fact that the total value of residential contracts was 8 
per cent lower. This was not due to lower costs, but rather to in- 
creased activity in small-time building encouraged by liberal financing 
terms offered by the F. H. A. . . | 

Further progress in this all-important industry: a wage cut in 
the steel and railroad industries; a truce between the Administration 
and the public utility industry; public recognition by the Administra- 
tion of the morality of profits; an announcement by the Administra- 
tion of an effort to live within its income by reducing expenses rather 
than by raising taxes — all these would help to stimulate the activity 
in durable goods so essential to round out recovery. 

At any rate, we are off again. Nobody can forecast accurately 
whether renewed activity in consumers’ goods will be strong enough 
to bring revival in capital goods, and the answer to the duration of 
the recovery hinges on whether or not the durable goods industries 
participate. 

What we do know definitely is that the Government is going to 
spend 9 billion dollars in the coming year, the highest since World 
War days, and it is going to take only about 5 billions from the tax- 
payers, leaving another deficit of 4 billion dollars. We can only hope 
that Recovery will win its race against Inflation.

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A MESSAGE FROM ‘THE GRAND MASTER OF THE GRAND 
ENCAMPMENT, KNIGHTS TEMPLAR 
By M. E. Sir Mark Norris, Grand Master 

Fraternal Orders in this country have, for several years past, 
lost membership. Naturally, leaders in all orders have sought to 
learn why? The answers are many. It is not remarkable to find 
that officers attribute these losses to causes other than their own 
defaults, for putting the blame on the other fellow is a natural 
reaction. 

Poverty, loss of interest, no work to do, and similar excuses are 
common explanations. 

An experience of nearly forty years as a worker in the Masonic 
vineyard, mainly among the Knights Templar, has convinced me that 
our losses are largely due to lack of leadership in the constituent 
and subordinate bodies. 

Losses by death cannot be helped. They are inevitable, and as the 
average age of members increases, such losses will increase. 

Losses from poverty are not valid excuses. No one should be 
admitted to membership in a Fraternal Order, whose very existence 
depends on income from dues, without a thorough investigation as 
to his financial ability to meet his obligations to the Order without 
injury to himself or family. Such investigations are scarcely ever 
made. Anxiety for members leads to acceptance of petitions without 
search in that regard. The fault is that of the officers. I have known 
of a number of cases where aged persons have been accepted and 
their fees paid by relatives, whose sole object was shortly to arrange 
for the admission of such members to fraternal homes. ; 

Assuming a member properly investigated and found qualified 
should later become unable to pay dues, should be suspended? So 
doing is not an exhibition of true fraternal spirit. If a member can- 
not pay, his dues should be remitted. The trouble here is the fault 
of officers. Thousands of such members have been suspended N.P.D., 
because no thorough investigation has been made of their actual 
financial condition. Suspension is made a routine matter, without 
effort to ascertain real conditions. Again, dues are often allowed to 
accumulate for years without action. The matter of non-payment 
should be investigated and decided annually. Neglect to do so is the 
officers’ fault. ot Se ‘ 

No man commands the respect of the community in which he 
lives unless he attends to his business, pays his debts promptly when 
due, and uses his influence to promote the interests. of his community. 
The same thing is true of organizations as of individuals. The offi- 
cers should see that the business of the organization is properly car- 
ried on, its revenue and expenses budgeted annually, and the budget 
lived up to. How often they fail, spend revenue carelessly and allow 
the organization to cease to command the respect of the community! 

The membership of a Fraternal Order elects the officers. How 
often an officer is elected because he is a “good fellow”, without 
regard to his ability or willingness to lead and to give the organiza- 
tion the time and labor necessary to be efficient! How often line 
officers are moved up simply because they were once elected, though 
they may have been proved incapable. Many instances of this have 
been brought to my attention. Officers are often kept in office too 
long, blocking promotion of those below who might do as well or 
better as leaders. I know of a Commandery which had but two 


Commanders in twenty years. It was stagnant. When a change of

Please accept my personal thanks and 
through me the thanks of the Order of the 
Eastern Star for your invitation to say a few 
words about that Order in your publication. 

Many of our Nobles probably have never 
given this Order much attention, deeming it at 
best a social auxiliary, but its origin, history, 
aims and accomplishments are worthy of much 
serious thought and study to Masons. 

Its origin is not at all shrouded in mystery. 
In its present form, it dates only from about 
1850 or in that neighborhood. 

Doubtless in the last half of the preceding 
century there have been what were called 
NOBLE F. W. LYNN lodges of adoptive Masonry in France and in 

this country. The general idea was the same; 

i. e., a lodge to which women could belong, which would be more or 
less associated with Masonry in that it took in only Masons’ close 
relatives, and its teachings were to be those of Masonry. 

Somewhere in the neighborhood of 1850, Rob Morris, one of the 
noted Masons of the time, began to prepare a ritual, and the present 
ritual is a sort of growth from that time. 

Today, it is a firmly-set, solid organization of about 1,600,000

THE CAPITULAR RITE 
By Frederick Edgerton, Grand High Priest, Royal Arch Masons 

Someone has said that Masonry is home- 
spun. To those who have studied the ele- 
ments of its structure, the inspiring lessons 
of the ritual, and the enduring truths of its 
teachings, Masonry is a protective cloak, pre- 
serving the warmth of human relations and 
maintaining the vitality of the soul’s antici- 
pation. 

Thruout the exemplifications of the degrees 
in the Lodge, Chapter, Council, Commandery, 
and the Higher Bodies, are woven the threads 
of human relations and the fibres of faith in 
man and in God. Each fraternal division con- 
tributes its share to the structure. The Sym- 
bolic Lodge begins the process, weaving to- 
gether the fundamentals, to which Chapter, 
Council, and Commandery add the adornments 

FRED'K EDGERTON and the superior finish. 

Capitular Masonry interlaces its threads into the fabric, 
strengthening here and adorning there, according to the basic mate- 
rial. For the layman the structure may seem complete without the 
parts supplied by the Capitular Rite, but to the initiated the added 
beauty is immediately apparent, not only from the contributions 
made by that Rite, but by the enhancement of the beauties of the 
Symbolic Rite. ‘And to these the Cryptic Rite and the Order of the 
Red Cross gives increasing strength and beauty. 

He who would enjoy to the full the beauty of the landscape, the 
quiet of the eventide, the enchantment of melodious music—any of 
the soul-satisfying experiences that may be had—he who would en- 
joy these must have within himself that indefinable, indescribable 
something that responds to the grandeur and the sincerity of the 
experience. A writer has said: “Take from our hearts the love of 
the beautiful, and you take away all the charm of life.” 

Deep and sincere are the truths revealed in Masonry. Beauty 
and sublimity are their characteristics. In the Capitular Rite the 
initiate learns the importance of striving for that perfection which 
meets with the approval of the Great Overseer, and he comes face 
to face with the Reality of the Supreme Existence—the same, yes- 
terday, today, and forever. . ‘ 

Tot Aleneter; disappointment, despair crush him to earth, yet 
there still glows in his soul the conviction of the sustaining power 
of the Great Omniscience. That faith which he professed in his ear- 
lier experiences is strengthened and maintained by the teachings of 
the Capitular Rite. Though the temple of his endeavors be laid 
waste, though he be carried away captive because he prostrated him- 
self before false gods, yet there remains to him the realization of 
the beauty of the Eternal and the Omnipotent before Whom he would 
bow in reverent realization of the sustaining power of the God of his 
fathers, the God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob.

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SONS OF LIGHT 
By P. G. M. James E. Brinckerhoff 


The institution of Freemasonry makes no 
claim that its rites and practices are superior 
to all others or any other, or that its initiates 
are better men or more profound scholars than 
those trained in other schools of thought. To 
do so would be lacking in that tolerance which 
is the genius of Freemasonry and the asser- 
tion of an ego which is not only our greatest 
human defect, but a defect which applies to 
many institutions and forms of government 
as well. 

Freemasonry then assumes the role of an- 
other agency in helping man in his sphere of 
action as applied to the government of the 
Universe to make himself and his fellowman 
J. E. BRINCKERHOTF happier and the world at large a better place 

to live in. 

A research of the Scriptures is convincing that the Gospel, ac- 
cording to Saint Matthew, contains every fundamental doctrine of 
Christianity, yet there are sixty-five other books in the Holy Writ 
which teach fundamental truths. A similar survey of nature demon- 
strates that the seasons are divided into winter and summer, the 
twenty-four-hour day into light and darkness, and animal and plant 
life is expressed in the male and female. Countless instances of the 
great law of interdependencies exist in every expression of nature. 

Freemasonry, therefore, is unwilling to make professions which 
the Universal Law does not recognize, and with complete humility 
makes the astounding assertion that its initiates are seekers of light, 
hence “Sons of Light.” ; 

Freemasonry, for the discipline of its organization, has adopted, 
among others, the admonition of Jesus, in his sermon on the Mount, 
as reported in the Gospel of Saint Matthew, Chapter 7, Verse 6: 
“Give not that which is holy unto the dogs, neither cast ye your 
pearls before swine, lest they trample them under their feet_and 
turn again and rend you;” and for the discipline of its initiates, Free- 
masonry demands that the enjoining words of the Master Spokesman 
shall be obeyed. In the same Chapter, Verses 7 and 8, we find the 
following: “Ask and it-shall be given you; seek and ye shall find; 
knock and it shall be opened unto you, for every one that asketh, re- 
ceiveth, and he that seeketh, findeth, and to him that knocketh, it 
shall be opened.” Every Freemason has adhered to this command. 

The same sermon characterizes the nature of our undertakings 
as charitable and prescribes the methods in so doing. Saint Matthew 
has recorded them in Chapter 6, Verses 1 and 6: “Take heed that ye 
do not your alms before men to be seen of them, otherwise ye have 
not reward of your Father which is in Heaven . . . and when thou 
prayest, enter into thy closet, and when thou shut the door, pray to 
thy Father which is in secret and thy Father which seeth in secret 
shall reward thee openly.” Such then, is the nature and the philoso- 
phy of our institution and of the personnel which it comprises. 

“In the process of the search for light, Freemasonry leaves it to 
the initiates to discover the vehicle which illumes him most, reaches 
his higher emotions more quickly or makes him happy in well doing.

The charter was signed by Walter M. Fleming, 33°, Most Tl. 
Grand Potentate and W. S. Paterson, Ill. Grand Recorder. Pyramid 
Temple was formally instituted on February 7, 1878, though the Tem- 
ple had been set to work June 26, 1877, at a session which elected 
the following Divan:

The first set of by-laws was drafted by Nobles Cruttenden, Dut- 
ton, Atwood and Pyle. Fees for the Order of the Nobility were fixed 
at $12, at which figure they remained for some years.
